REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not specifically disclose or remotely suggest 
With regard to independent claim 16, 30, 53, 55: 

a memory for storing a list of phone features downloaded from a first IP 
phone device to the PDA; and 

software stored in the memory for allowing a first user to select a first set of 
phone features from the list of phone features, allowing the first user to store, with 
the PDA, the selected phone features as the first user's personal phone features, 
allowing the first user to download the first user's personal phone features to a 
second IP phone device. 
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With regard to independent claims 37: 

selecting a first set of phone features from the list of phone features and 
storing the selected phone features within the PDA as the first user's personal phone 
features; 

connecting the PDA to an IP-PBX and uploading the first user's personal 
phone features to the IP-PBX; and 

downloading the phone features from the IP-PBX to a second IP phone 
device such that the first and second IP phone devices operate in the same manner. 

With regard to independent claims 54: 

downloading a list of phone features from a first IP phone device to the 

PDA; 

selecting a first set of phone features from the list of phone features and 

storing the selected phone features within the PDA as the first user's personal phone 
features; 

connecting the PDA to an IP-PBX and uploading the first user's personal 
phone features to the IP-PBX; and 

downloading the phone features from the IP-PBX to a second IP phone 
device such that the first and second IP phone devices operate in the same manner. 
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In addition, Examiner points to the arguments of Applicant's representative (Remarks on 
10/19/07, pp. 19-25). 

2. These limitations, in conjunction with the other limitations in the independent 
claims, are not specifically disclosed or remotely suggested in the prior art of record. 

A review of claims 3 - 5, 9, 1 1 - 1 8, 21 , 22, 25 - 43, 45 - 51 , and 53 - 55, in view of the 
Examiner's arguments above, indicates that claims 3 - 5, 9, 1 1 - 1 8, 21 , 22, 25 - 43, 45 
- 51 , and 53 - 55 are allowable over the prior art of record.
